To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Skegness  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  district  for  the  year  19^0, 

The  Health  of  the  district  during  the  year  was  satisfactory, 
only  thirty- two  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified,  seven  Measles, 
twelve  Whooping  Gough,  two  Scarlet  Fever,  two  Pneumonia,  one  Virus 
Meningitis,  two  Peurperai  Pyrexia,  one  Rheumatic  Fever  and  four  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  know  there  were  no 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  and  Diphtheria.  To  ensure  that  this  continues  it  is 
necessary  to  stress  the  need  for  protective  vaccination  and  immunisation  in 
infants  and  school  children. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  seventy  four  deaths  from  all  causes, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  11*2  per-  thousand  resident  population,  national 
rate  was  12»2.  Of  the  total  deaths  ninety  five  per  cent  occurred  in 
persons  over  sixty  years.  Coronary  and  heart  disease  being  responsible 
for  most  deaths.  There  were  one  hundred  and  forty  four  births,  thirty 
three  less  than  the  previous  year,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  11 »2  per 
thousand  resident  population,  national  rate  was  16*4.  Only  one  death 
occurred  in  infants  under  one  year. 

Daily  inspections  were  made  at  the  Abattoir  to  ensure  100% 
inspection  of  animals  slaughtered.  The  major  work  required  to  bring 
the  Abattoir  up  to  a  standard  of  a  type  has  been  completed,  I  think  it 
is  time  that  the  Council  should  consider  the  provision  of  a  modern 
Abattoir,  capable  of  serving  Skegness  and  surrounding  district,  as  the 
layout,  structure,  design  and  situation  of  the  present  one  is  unsuitable. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  by  the  Council, 
and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  Waste  paper 
and  cardboards  is  also  collected  from  shops  and  other  premises. 

Facilities  are  also  provided  to  enable  traders  and  others  to  deposit 
waste  at  the  Depot  and  Refuse  Tips, 

Food  premises  were  regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  clean 
and  well  kept.  It  is  only  on  rare  occasions,  that  it  is  necessary  to 
direct  the  occupiers  attention  to  breaches  of  the  regulations,  when  help 
or  advice  of  the  Health  Department  is  sought  by  food  handlers,  this  is 
readily  given  and  there  is  full  co-operation  between  traders  and 
Department.

There  were  twenty- three  houses  built  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  none  by  the  local  authority.  Applications  were  received  and  granted 
for  improvement  to  ten  houses,  four  for  standard  grant  and  seven  for 
discretionary  grant, 

I  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the 
department,  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  co-operation.

Minor  Ailment  Clinic, 

A  School  Clinic  is  held  at  Cecil  Ayenue,  on  Tuesday  mornings  weekly. 
The  object  of  the  Clinic  is  to  treat  minor  ailments  which  may  occur  in 
children  able  to  attend  the  School. 

Dental  Clinic, 

An  Orthodontic  Clinic  was  held  monthly  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon  at 
Cecil  Avenue  for  treatment  of  school  children. 

Ultra  Violt  Light, 

From  October  to  May  a  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly  on  Monday  and 
Thursday  afternoons,  at  Cecil  Avenue  for  children  who  are  debilitated  and  have 
frequent  colds.

Chiropody  Service, 

Treatment  is  now  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  old  and  handicapped 
people  and  expectant  Mothers  at  the  Clinic.  The  Chiropodist  visits  the 
home  and  gives  treatment  to  those  who  are  unable  to  attend  at  his  Clinic, 

OTHER  CLINICS, 

Chest  Clinic, 

By  arrangement  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  a  Chest  Clinic 
is  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  Cecil  Avenue,  Doctor  Forrest  is  the 
physician  in  charge. 

Venereal  Disease  Clinic,

HOSPITALS* 


General  and  Maternity, 

Skegness  and  District  Cottage  Hospital  provides  for  most  medical,  surgical 
and  maternity  cases.  Some  maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  Louth  County  Hospital 
and  Grimsby  General  Hospital,  Some  medical  are  admitted  to  Boston  General 
Hospital  and  Wyberton  West  Hospital,  Some  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  Louth 
County  Hospital  and  Lincoln  County  Hospital,  paediatric  cases  are  admitted  to 
Boston  General. 

Infectious  Diseases, 

Patients  suffering  from  these  diseases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  at  Boston,  Lincoln  and  Grimsby, 

X-Ray  Facilities, 

X-Ray  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Skegness  and  District  Hospital, 
Laboratory  Facilities, 

Laboratory  services  are  provided  by  the  Lincoln  Branch  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service, 

Welfare  Services. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  Health  Authority  to  provide  accommodation  for  aged 
and  infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This  accommodation  is 
provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  other  districts  of  the  County,  It  was 
not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  this  Act  during  the  year. 

Convalescence, 

There  are  two  Convalescent  Hospitals  in  the  district,  one  Male  and  one  Female, 
convaleseente  to  those  Hospitals  is  arranged  through  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board, 

Nurseries , 

A  Voluntary  Day  Nursery  is  established  by  Councillor  Mrs  Barratt  providing 
accommodation  for  thj.rty  children  between  the  ages  of  six  months  to  five  years. 

It  is  open  from  May  to  September,  and  affords  an  opportunity  to  Mothers  for 
seasonal  employment. 

Another  special  feature  of  this  Nursery,  accommodation  is  provided  daily  for 
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children  from  8-0  a.m,,  to  6-0  p,m,,  during  the  year  whose  Mothers  are  temporarily 
ill,  or  have  to  go  to  Hospital  for  confinement  or  other  illness.  This  arrangement 
enables  the  Father  to  follow  his  normal  employment. 

Ambulance  Service. 

There  is  one  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district,  this  service  is  administered 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 

Children's  Act,  1948,  / 

By  the  provisions  of  this  Act  certain  classes  of  children  'borne  under  the 
care  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  County  Council,  This  department  is 
responsible  for  childrea  ^wlio  ar©  for  various  reasons  deprived  of  normal  care  of 
their  parents. 

Training  Centre. 

A  Training  Centre  is  provided  in  the  district  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
for  children  excluded  from  the  School  System  under  Section  57(3)  of*  the  Education 
Act,  1944,  This  Centre  provides  training  for  children  from  Alford,  Skegness 
Urban  and  Spilsby  Rural  districts,

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The  following  samples  were  unsatisfactory 


Sample  of  bread  and  butter  -  the  fatty  matter  consisted  of  non-milk  fat. 
Legal  proceedings  instituted  -  fine  of  £7  plus  costs  imposed. 

In  addition,  a  sample  of  de-hydrated  bilberries  were  found  to  contain  an 
excess  ccf  fibrous  matter.  These  had  been  supplied  to  a  school  canteen,  and 
their  use  was  discontinued. 
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A  complaint  regarding  the  presence  of  wire  and  plastic  material  in  a  scone, 
which  was  manufactured  outside  the  district,  was  the  subject  of  a  warning. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  deficient  in  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  These 
were  taken  from  snack  bars  and  the  deficiencies  were  found  to  be  due  to 
inadequate  mixing  of  the  milk.  The  vendors  were  warned  and  advised  accordingly.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Skegness  gets  its  Water  Supply  from  springs  in  the  parishes  of  Orby,  Welton 
and  Candlesby  in  the  rural  district  of  Spilsby,  Samples  from  these  sources  are 
examined  periodically.
